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MARKET  REVIEW 

Sugar  prices  continued  their  decline  during  the  first  part  of  this  year. 
The  spot  price  for  raw  sugar  duty  paid  and  delivered  to  New  York  fell 
from  9.40  cents  per  pound  at  the  beginning  of  1964  to  7.20  cents  on 
March  3,  1964.  This  was  the  lowest  price  since  September  16,  1963. 

The  spot  price  for  raw  sugar  deliverable  to  countries  other  than  to  the 
United  States  (world  price)  was  10.25  cents  per  pound  at  the  beginning 
of  1964  and  by  March  6  was  quoted  at  7.25  cents.  On  a  comparable 
basis  (deducting  duty,  freight  and  unloading  costs  from  the  United  States 
price  and  adding  bag  allowance)  the  price  of  raw  sugar  for  this  market 
on  March  6  was  about  1  .0  cent  below  the  price  to  other  countries  in  the 
world . 

Since  the  beginning  of  the  year,  wholesale  quotations  for  refined  cane 
and  beet  sugar  have  been  reduced  in  all  territories,  except  for  beet 
sugar  in  the  Northwest .  The  following  table  shows  the  decline  from  Jan- 
uary 1  to  March  9,  1964.

Deliveries  for  United  States  consumption  as  reported  during  the  first 
two  months  of  this  year  totaled  1,198,000  .tons  as  compared  with 
1 ,  335 , 000  tons  for  the  same  period  last  year.  If  constructive  deliveries 
of  sugar  reported  in  1963,  but  actually  delivered  during  January-Febru- 
ary 1964,  are  included  the  total  physical  deliveries  of  sugar  this  year 
would  be  8,000  tons  above  those  for  the  same  period  last  year,  and 
127,000  tons  higher  than  physical  deliveries  during  January-February 
1962. 
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Domestic  beet  sugar  production  during  January-February  1964  totaled 
688,000  tons  or  350,000  tons  more  than  during  the  same  months  last 
year.  The  1963  crop  year  production  through  February  1964  totaled 
about  2,680,000  tons  with  about  420,000  tons  yet  to  be  produced.  Ap- 
proximately 292,000  tons  of  the  1962  crop  were  ^produced  aiter  Febru- 
ary 1963. 

Florida  sugar  production  from  the  1963-64  crop  was  reported -as  304  ■  00.0 
tons  at  the  end  of  February  1964,  or  39,000  tons  above  the  reported 
production  at  the  end  of  February  1963.  The  total  production  from,  the 
1962-63  crop  was  381,000  tons,  so  that  even  a  continuation  of  the  pres- 
ent 39  J  000  ton  difference  would  indicate  production  of  420,000  tons  from 
that  crop. 

Puerto  Rican  production  from  the  current  crop  totaled  about  337,000 
tons,  raw  value,  at  the  end  of  February  or  88,000  tons  more  than  last 
year's  crop  at  the  same  time.  Production  of  this  year's  crop  started 
earlier  than  usual  and  recovery  of  sugar  per  ton  of  cane  to  date  has  been 
lower  than  that  for  last  year's  crop.  Sugar  production  from  this  vear's 
crop  is  estimated  at  1,050,000  tons,  raw  value,  as  compared'  witla 
989,000  tons  from  the  previous  crop. 

Hawaiian  sugar  production  from  the  1964  crop  totaled  1 1 9  ,  000  tons,  raw 
value,  through  February  1964  or  45,000  tons  higher  than  the  74,000 
tons  produced  through  February  1963.  Production  from  this  year's  crop 
is  currently  estimated  at  1,150,000  tons  or  49,000  tons  more  than  the 
1963  crop  year  production. 

On  March  5  the  Department  of  Agriculture  (FAS)  announced  that  a  spe- 
cial survey  points  to  a  larger  1963-64  world  sugar  crop  than  was  esti- 
mated last  November.  A  world  sugar  crop  of  59.4  million  short  tons  is 
now  indicated  -  an  increase  of  700,000  short  tons  with  about  500,000 
tons  of  this  in  the  Free  World.  The  estimate  of  59.4  is  4.4  million  tons 
higher  than  the  1962-63  crop  and  only  700,000  tons  below  the  all  time 
record  crop  of  1960-61. 

The  Preparatory  Committee  established  by  the  International  Sugar 
Council  to  consider  the  basis  for  a  new  International  Sugar  Agreement 
will  hold  its  fourth  meeting  in  London  beginning  March  23.  The  Com- 
mittee is  to  make  a  report  including  appropriate  recommendations  to  a 
full  Council  meeting  in  June.  The  United  States  has  representation  on 
the  Committee. 
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ADMINISTRATIVE  ACTIONS  REJLATING  TO  SUGAR  SUPPLIES  FOR 

1964   


Additional  Sugar  Quota  Deficits  Determined:    (March  6,  1964) 

The  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  today  ajinounced  a  determination 
of  additional  deficits  of  75,407  tons  in  1964  sugar  quotas.  Of  these  ad- 
ditional deficits  35,608  tons  are  prorated  to  the  Philippines  and  39,799 
tons  to  Western  Hemisphere  countries  as  a  group. 

Today's  action  increasing  the  Puerto  Rican  deficit  by  50,000  tons  to 
225,000  is  based  on  present  indications  that  the  current  crop  will  a- 
mount  to  1,050,000  tons  rather  than  the  1 ,  100 ,  000  tons  estimated  prior 
to  the  beginning  of  harvest.  Despite  the  additional  deficit  declared  to- 
day Puerto  Rico  may  market  the  additional  sugar  if  it  is  produced. 

The  remaining  25 , 407 -ton  deficit  declaration  represents  the  reduc- 
tions previously  made  in  the  quotas  for  Paraguay,  British  Honduras  and 
Panama. 

Today's  deficit  declaration  increases  total  deficit  allocations  to 
261,577  tons  of  which  1 23 ,  521  short  tons,  raw  value,  are  prorated  to 
the  Republic  of  the  Philippines  and  138,0  56  short  tons,  raw  value,  are 
prorated  to  Western  Hemisphere  countries  as  a  group.  The  98,257  tons 
of  deficit  previously  prorated  to  Western  Hemisphere  countries  were 
subscribed  by  Mexico  (62,730  tons),  Dominican  Republic  (14,227  tons), 
Costa  Rica  (12,  120  tons)  and  Peru  (9 ,  180  tons) . 

The  39,799-ton  proration  to  Western  Hemisphere  countries  will  be  al- 
located on  the  basis  of  proposals  received  pursuant  to  Sugar  Regulation 
811  and  applications  received  pursuant  to  Sugar  Regulation  817.  All 
such  proposals  and  applications  on  hand  at  the  time  this  action  becomes 
effective,  will  be  treated  as  if  received  at  the  same  time.  (See  March

1.  January  1964  sugar  deliveries  for  continental  U.  S.  consumption, 
609,000  short  tons,  raw  value  (preliminary)  down  about  341, 000  from 
December  1963  and  down  121,000  tons  from  January  1963.  January- 
December  1963  deliveries  9,989,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  up  about 
237,000  tons  from  the  January-December  1962  period.  Final  data  for 
December  1963  deliveries  950,000  same  as  previously  published 
preliminary . 


2.  Primary  distributors '  stocks  February  1,  1964  were  2,508,968  short 
tons,  raw  value  (preliminary)  up  401,000  tons  from  a  year  earlier  and 
up  22,000  tons  from  end  December  1963.  During  January  beet  proc- 
essors' stocks  increased  by  about  354,000  tons,  and  mainland  sugar- 
cane processors'  stocks  by  about  25,000  tons;  refiners'  stocks  de- 
creased by  about  354,000  tons,  and  importers  of  direct-consumption 
stocks  by  about  3,000  tons.
